that we ever .heard of. This 


.•""blight mean that none of them 
; exist in the South, or it might 
mean that some of the names are 
so similar, sound so innocuous or 
else patriotic, that they would be 
passed over without special notice. 


For example one group is called 


the Committee for Freedom, of the 
. Prpss. The Justice 
Department 


says this group was formed by 
Communist. Party members in New 
York in 1951 to raise funds and 
•«icrease the circulation 
of The 


Daily Worker, the Communist news- 
paper. That shows how littlo 
a. 


name means, and 
many 
other" 


group names are of tho same de- 
ceptive type. 


If these numerous organisations 


solicit support from the public they 
must not operate in the South. 
Apparently they exist and operate 
only in the larger cities and appar- 
ently the FBI know enough about 
iliem for Mr. Brownell to add them 
''to the list of subversive organiza- 
tions. That list will be a long ono 
now, 254 with 62 additions. 


There is not much likelihood that 


loyal Americans are any longer 
lending their names to organiza- 
tions without knowing exactly what 
they are, as so many did years 
ago. Even so it is worth continuing 


t! warnings against carelessly inno- 
i;'cenl action of this kind. Not only 
, <£f the joiner's reputalion endanger- 
-, vd but lending a reputable name 


to a subversive organization often 
enables it to bring in other suckers, 
for both names and funds.

SING SING PRISON, Ossinging, 


N.Y., UP) — Julius Rosenberg and 
his wife, Ethel walked quietly to 
the electric chair last night and 
were executed for the crime of de- 
livering to Soviet Russia the sec- 
rets of the atomic bomb. 


Neither of the condemned spies 


talked, nor attempted to talk, as 
the last moments came. 


Both entered the clcah chamber 


in Sing Sing Prison— only a few 
moments apart— with a firm step 
and a stony fape. They were exe- 
cuted shortly before sunset, so that 
the grim task would be finished 
before the beginning of the Jewish 
Sabbath. 


It was tho day after their 14th 


wedding anniversary^ 


They were the first non-military 


convicts in the history of the Unit- 
ed Stales to be executed for ei 
pionage. 


At the hour of retribution, crowds 


gathered, demonstrating, in 
New 


York, London and Paris. Hysteri- 
cal sympathizers, screaming and 
cryin?, milled around a speaker's 
stand in New York's Union Square. 


Street fights broke outin Paris, 


and several policemen were rcportf 
ed wounded. In London, thousands 
roved the strets, waving copies 
of 
the 
Communist 
newspaper, 


Daily Worker, which 
caried 
a 


single word in giant type— "Mur- 
der." 


In Dublin, two bottles o? kero- 


sene were thrown through 'the win- 
dow of the U.S. information office 
They did not explode.

The party of official witnesses 


entered the death chamber a few 
moments before 7 p.m. (EST). 


It is a swuere room. Behind the 


electric cheir was a. white, wheeled 
table. In front were lour rows of 
benches, like pews in a church. 


The room was heavy with silence 


pverhead, the lights beamed 


on tho electric chair. 


A moment later, a voice was 


heard in the corridor leading in 
from the .death chamber. It was 
low but distinct. 


Then Rabbi Irving Koslowo 
en- 


tered He wore black robes with a 
white praying shawl around his 
hshoulders and the rabbinical hat. 
As he came in, he was intoning 
the words of the 23rd psalm. . . 
"The Lord is my shepherd, I shall 
not want." 


Rosenberg was a step behind 


him. It was about 7:02 (EST). 


Tho executions were so arranged 


that husband and wife wnuld not 
know when tho other went down 
the corridor. Had Ethel Rosenberg 
gone first, she would have passed 
her husband's coll. 


Rosenberg, 35, wore dark brown 


trousers, a white undershirt with 
short sleeves, and 
low 
slippers 


without heels. 


His moustache had been shaved 


off. His glasses were removed. 


His face was a blank. His eyes 


appeared not to see any of the 
people in the room nor any of its 
details. 


But he turned, without guidance, 


to the electric chair and sat down 
quietly. 


Rabbi Koslowc moved to tho lofl 


of the chair, beside the witness' 
benches. He kept his eyes on the 
prayer book. His voice dropped to 
a whisper. He prayed sleadily, and 
twice kissed the book.

Refugee Shot 
Mysteriously 
atTulsa 


TULSA, Okla., (UP) — A man 


who identified himself as a no 
Communist political refugee and 
deposed Ukrainian count was shot 
but not seriously wounded under 
mysterious circumstances, 
police 


reported today. 


The victim, with flesh wounds in 


tho shoulder and side, was regis- 
tered at a hospital as Leon Max, 
2G. He said his full name is Leon- 
id I. Damianov Maximciuc.

When the minnow schools come 


to the .surface to feed In our TVA. 
hikes, the bri.ss follow them lo the 
top. At such times bass 
make 


swirls or breaks In the water when 
hunting down the minnows. .Some- 
times acres of water are chur'ned 
up by feeding fish. This has given 
rise to a type of buss fishing known 
to reservoir lakes as "spot fishing " 
or, as they call it in the TVA lakes 
of Tennessee, "fishing the swirls " 


In this method of fishing 
you 


work in on the scene of activities 
and stand remly with :i popping 
plug. When ii swirl or break occurs 
yon cast to thnt swirl. If you can 
get the lure on location with split- 
second liming, you will lake the 
bass before he turns tail up and 
heads down. 


Spot fishing is the most exciting 


phase of bass fishing as it presents 
the fish in his most dynamic and 
spirited character. In such fishing 
1 have had my rod knocked out of 
my hand by n large bass, and for 
that reason it's a good idea to keen 
a tight grip. 


While popping plugs create a boil 


ing disturbance on the surface, a 
variety of small underwater plugs 
of the sinking type, about two in- 
ches long, likewise turn in bass. 
These sinking plugs have no action 
us far as the body is concerned. 
Propellor spinners, one fore and 
one aft, on the kires, provide the 
glitter and point of attraction that 
Jnsplro the bass to strike. 


I like a type of small sinking plug 


which has barber-pole stripes on its 
body — Hint is, blnck stripes on a 
white background. I nrn probably 
partial to these because I've taken 
hundreds of bass in spot fishing 
with them. No doubt thcre'rc other 
colors that would do as well.
